GUARDED PRATT FOR WEEKS ; 


Feigned Iliness to Get Day Off, 
Shot Friend, Police Say, and 
Drove to Bronx Tunnel. 


KNOWN ON FORCE AS ‘SHEIK’ 


Three Tell of Shot in East 52d 
St. and Identify Him as Being 
in Auto With Slain Man. 


A new and glistening roadster came 
to a halt at daybreak yesterday be- 
fore a tenement in the East Seven- 
ties and a giant of a man hopped 
out. He was locking the car when 
detectives, ending a twelve-hour 
vigil in the all-night drizzle, closed 
in. 

The man had a hand outstretched 
toward six bottles of champagne 
when the nearest of the detectives 
placed him under arrest.

The prisoner was Patrol- 
man Daniel Graham, and he was 
charged with the murder of a pay- 
master it had been his duty to

Using his service revolver, * po- 
lice say, Graham had shot-and killed 
Judson H. Pratt, ¢onstruction engi- 
neer and pa whose body, 
propped at the wheel of a coupé, had 
been found in the Mosholu Parkway 
tunnel in the Bronx at noon on Sat- 
urday. Graham had guarded Pratt 
for three weeks during the payoff 
of workmen on an apartment house 
at Fifty-second Street and the Hast 
River. 

Feigning illness to avoid duty, Gra- 
ham picked up Pratt on Saturday 
somewhere fn Fifty-second Street 
near the apartment, the police as 
sert. He had come to be on good 
terms with the engineer. Then, the 
detectives believe, the policeman shot | 
Pratt and drove with the dead man 
in the seat’ beside him. over. nine 
miles of city’ streets to the isdlated 
parkway, where the car and the slain 
man were abandoned. 

Denies Murder But Admits Spree.

It read as follows: “Coast guards- 
man Budleigh, Seaton, Devon, reports 
an airplane passed over that station 
seven-thirty. Apparently same air- 
‘plane returned and dropped follow- 
ing messages: First, at eight-thirty, 
which said; ‘Please .write name your 
town and country en beach.’ Second, 
dropped eight-forty, said: ‘Print 
name your town and what country.’ 
It was sigried Pride of Detroit.”

ground in the hope that we would 
be able to get our bearings. But it 
was impossible to see anything for 
the fog and the fear of striking 
something caused us to climb again.

About 7:30 we 
made out what seemed to be a good- 
sized harbor below us, with a pas- 
senger ship crecping slowly out to 
sea through the fog. We descended 
once more and passed close by the 
ship, but we ‘could make out noth- 
ing, either of her.or of the town. 


An Inquiry from the Skies. 


Later we learned “that this was 
Plymouth. Although. the inhabi- 
tants saw us, we could make out 
nothing. ° 

At length‘ the fog lifted and we 
saw below us a small village huddled 
near the sea. In some respects the 
country resembled Ireland, but we 
also saw an old castle and figured 
it might be, France, Remembering 
that Lindbergh’s attempt to commu- 
nicate with sailors on fishing boats 
off Ireland by shouting to them had 
proved ‘unsuccessful, we hit upon 
another plan. 

On leaving. Newfoundland we had 
taken with us two thermos bottles, 
one filled with water and the other 
with coffee, and a bag containing 
two sandwiches apiece and a few 
oranges. Of these Bill Brock had 
eaten nothing, though I had had 
two oranges and a sandwich the 
night before. 

I wrote a note on a piece of card- 
board asking that they write the 
name of the town and that of the 
country in the sand, tied a piece of 
cloth around the cardboard and 
threw it from the plane. I watched 
it fall among a crowd of people, but 
no one paid any attention to it.

We circled around over the town 
again while I wrote a second note. 
This time I placed it in a paper 
sack, which I weighed down with an 
orange and threw it over.

We hit 
Harbor Grace right on the nose and 
were not off our course over a point. 

This world trip did not occur to 
me until last June. Then, while fly- 
ing with some friends who were dis- 
cussing Lindbergh’s great feat, I 
said I would like to go around the 
world in a plane. My friends 
laughed, so I determined to prove 
to them that it could be done. I am 
confident that it will be only a mat- 
ter of a few years until we have 
regular transatlantic service, not in 
one or two years, perhaps, but five 
or ten. 


Reaction From Dole Tragedies. 


Just at present the United States 
is suffering from reaction of the 
loss of lives in the Dole flight. I 
think it was a great mistake to 
permit Miss Doran, or, in fact, any 
girl, to take part in such a flight. 
It stands to reason that when a girl 
is aboard a plane if anything 
happens a man is naturally going 
to look after her first. To do this, 
it is often necessary to neglect more 
important things. 

But the principal lesson to be 
learned from the unhappy endings of 
these flights is the, need of govern- 
mental regulation of such attempts 
in the future. More than one of the 
p-anes that started in that race were 
not fit to take part in such a compe- 
tion and should never have been per- 
mitted to enter. I hope we shall 
soon have legislation making similar 
flights, impossible.

“| way. We had a lot of luck, for all 
our hours of rough riding. I think 
the wind averaged about twenty 
‘miles an hour, most of the time on 
our tail. It started from the west, 
shifted to the northwest and then to 
the southwest.

Drenched by Heavy Downpour. 
The rain came down in sheets. 


It splashed down into the. cockpit 
and soaked our laps until we were 
very uncomfortable. For the first 
five hours or se—I can’t’ remember 
the exact time—we flew very low, 
not more than 100 to 500 feet above 
the water. When the storm came 
we started te climb. I remember 
once we climbed quick and high to 
see if we couldn’t get out of the 
wind that was knocking us all over 
the lot.

HURLED ONWARD BY GALES 


Their Joining Few Conquerors of 
the Stormy Stretch is Credited 
to Tested Plane and Motor.

The flight of Brock and Schlee 
from Newfoundland to England is 
another remarkable demonstration of 
the apparent safety with which this 
perilous stretch of ocean may be 
ctossed from this side with a well- 
tested plane and motor. 

This non-stop flight across the 
North Atlantic from west to east has 
been attempted six times, and only 
once has a ame come to grief, that 
of Harry wker, the first man 
to take off on what was then a 
desperate venture. And Hawker was 
rescued. 

EXvery other crew which has tried 
it through the long list—Alcock and 
Brown in 1919, Lindbergh, Chamber- 
lin, Byrd, and now Schlee and Brock 
—has made the flight with conspic- 
uous success. 

Each has found weather conditions 
which were appalling, even to brave 
men. All have fought wind and fog 
and treacherous sleet. Some of them 
have been good navigators and some

e stretch of ocean which has 
been conquered so successfully by 
airmen is one of the most difficult 
over which planes have flown. It is 
incomparably worse than the Pacific, 
and only equaled by the desolate, 
fog-choked stretches along the Green- 
land coast, over which Eric Nelson 
and the round-the-world army fliers 
made their way. 


Worst Buffeting Since First Flight.

Brock underwent is apparently the 
worst since Alcock and Brown made 
their topsy-turvy first flight on the 
of a gale, a swift dart across 
which took them from Newfound- 
land to Ireland in a little more than 
sixteen hours. 

The Pride of Detroit Per took 
an hour or two more n that, al- 
though it is difficult to tell just what 
the actual elapsed time was, as the

But allow- 
ing for the time consumed between 
the coast uf Ireland and London and 
the hours they were lost, they prob- 
ably came fairly close to the time of 
the pioneer fliers across‘ the ocean. 

Lindbergh left St. John’s at 7:15 
P. M. and reached the French coast 
about twenty-five hours later, but, 
although he had behind him at times 
a favoring wind, he did not experi- 
ence the gales which tossed Schlee 
and Brock, and hurled them on ‘more 
quickly toward England. 


Doubtful as Popular Air Route. 


The experiences of all these ocean 
fliers are sufficiently alike, however, 


to indicate that the North Atlantic 
as a direct route between Newfound- 
land and Ireland will never be a pop- 
ular air route to Europe unless in 
the upper atmosphere somewhere 
there is a stratum of steadier winds.

Pacific Not Likely to Be Harder. 


With the flight over the Atlantic 
successfully accomplished, Schlee and 
Brock have made the most difficult 
portion of their trip around the 
world until they reach Tokio and the 
Pacific. They have made 2,350 miles 


at a speed and with a fuel consump- 
tion which shows that their plane 
should do what they ect of it, 
at least until they meet the long 
stretches of the Pacific. 

When they left, they had 355 gal- 
lons of gasoline, about the same 
amount Lindbergh carried, and they 
had 100 gallons when they landed. 
They could have gone on for at least 
ten hours more. 

None of the Pacific hops, as a mat- 
ter of fact, will be much more than 
100 miles longer than the ap 
already in the log book of the Pride 
of Detroit, and it is not unlikely that 
the weather conditions will be any- 
where near as severe unless it runs 
into a monsoon or typhoon in the 
eastern Pacific.

The coast d station 
at Fort Lauderdale, . also has 
offered its equipment for use in the 
search. 

Airmen returning to Miami last 
night told of es that had swept 
Redfern’s plot course. The opin- 
ion was advanced that if the high 
winds had not brought him down 
they had forced him out of his 
course. 


Brunswick Clings to Hope. 


Citizens of Brunswick and others 
who have closely followed his project, 
were loath to chant any dirge for 
Redfern, because it was conceded 
from the beginning that no close 
check could be kept on his progress 
and that if he should be forced 
down, it would be in a spot probably 
remote from quick communication.

across the ocean. 

The machine will cost $500,000, 
Levine said, and will weigh 80,000 
pounds. Seven Wright irlwind 
motors similar. in —— to those 
which brought Lindbergh, Byrd and 
Chamberlin and Levine to Euro 
will be mounted on the plane. ix 
thousand horsepower will be gener- 
ated and the cabins of the ship will 
have nine feet headway and suffi- 
cient width to provide comfortable 
sleeping berths and a cozy combina- 
tion salon and dining room. 

‘“T am certain that our ship will 
prove a reliable medium of 
ocean communication,’’ said Levine. 
‘It will be equipped to take as many 
as f passengers, but frankly we 
expect to make our chief revenue 
from banks. Think what a —* in 
time and money when will be 
able to ship money in thirty-six to 
forty hours instead of 144 hours at as 
prenent. Then again there is the like- 
ihood of getting Government mail 
contracts. 

“Our ship will embody several 
hitherto unknown features and we 
believe it will be able to weather any 
kind of atmospheric conditions. 

“Another new feature will be a 
source of great relief to passengers. 
The crew will be able to — any 
of the seven engines while the plane 
is in flight. Thus, if we are Be bree 
with four engines and one of them 
develops trouble, one of the three 
spare engines can be switched on 
while a mechanic repairs the dis- 
abled one. 

‘Construction work will take a 
year, and by the end of next year I 
hope to be able to start the first 
transatlantic airline.’’

It had been 
Pratt’s custom to leave the office 
every Saturday morning and, after 
withdrawing the payroll, averaging 
$5,000, from a branch of the Sea- 
board National Bank, to drive to the 
apartment house and pay the labor- 
ers. :

Woman Aided the Search.

The bow had been torn 
from the hat by the bullet as it 
emerged from Pratt’s head and the 
force had carried the bow out of the 
partly open window on Pratt’s left as 
he sat at the wheel.

A. M. Inspector Duane, Captain 
Bruckman and several other de 
tectives posted themselves near Gra- 
ham’s home to await his return, 
Other policemen roamed through 
Fifty-second Street.

POLICE TO BLOCK PARADES 


Force of 1,500 Will Be at Meeting— 
Socialists Oppose Honor Guard—- 
Sunday Memorilats Quiet. 


Announcing that they had ‘“‘police 
protection,”’ and making no mention 
of a parade that has been heralded 
for three days in defiance of Po- 
lice Commissioner Warren, radical 
groups among admirers of Sacco and 
Vanzetti, went ahead yesterday with 
their plans for “‘the largest demon- 
stration in the history of New York’’ 
this afternoon, when the ashes of the 
two men will be shown at Union 
Square. Fifteen hundred policemen 
have been detailed to the gathering. 

While these sympathizers were an- 
nouncing that they had induced some 
of the more conservative groups to 
participate in the demonstration, the 
latter, including members of Italian 
labor unions and Socialists, who have 
repudiated the plan for a parade as 
“indecent,’’ held memorial services 
for Sacco and Vanzetti at the same 
hour of the funeral services in Bos- 
ton. They met in two halls in Man- 
hattan, and in one in Brooklyn. 

No mention was made at these 
meetings of the demonstration this 
afternoon, but it was expected that 
many of those in attendance would 
go to Union Square to view the ashes 
of the dead men or would line the 
route between Union Square and 
Grand Central Terminal, where 
Luigia Vanzetti, sister of the execut- 


ed man, is expected to arrive at 5 
o’clock. Others were cted to go 
to Stuyvesant Casino, Ninth Street 
and Second Avenue, where the ashes 
will lie in state wntil Wednesday, 
when Miss Vanzetti will sail for Italy 
with those of her brother. 


Permit for Meeting Only. 

The claim to police protection of 
the Sacco-Vanzetti Memorial Com- 
mittee, which has led the movement 
for a demonstration, was linked 
with Commissioner Warren's state- 
ment that while he would not per- 
mit a parade, he would permit an 
orderly mbeting in Union Square 
and would protect it from violence 
from opposing factions. Groups

rial Committee was confident that 
so Many persons would try to follow 
the urns the ashes from 
Union Square to yvesant Casino, 
that a procession would result, de- 
spite the police order. 

The Memorial Committee, for 
which Mrs. Clarina Michelson of 22 
Bank Street is spokesman, also an- 
nounced that a guard of honor rep- 
resenting each of the committees 
that tried to save the men from the 
electric chair would meet the ashes 
at Grand Central Terminal. William 
Karlin was named as the representa- 
tive of the Socialists. He could not 
be reached, but A t Claessens, 
Secretary of the Socialist organiza- 
tion in New York, declared that the 
Memorial Committee was not author- 
ized to make any such announce- 
ment. 

Other names on the list were those 
of Rose Baron of the Sacco-Vanzetti 
Emergency Committee and William 
Weinstone of the Workers’ Party, 
both .

DECLARES POLICEMAN - 
KNOCKED HER DOWN 


Salvation Army Worker Says She 
Was Clabbed After Arrest 
for Traffic Violation. 


Mrs. Rebecka Nicholson, better 
known as ‘‘Golden-Haired Rebecka,’’ 
53 years old and a veteran Salvation 
Army worker, arraigned yesterday in 
the Coney Island Court on a charge 
of disorderly conduct brought by 
Patrolman Barnett Cohen of the 
Coney Island Precinct, accused the 
policeman of striking her ‘with his 
nightstick, knocking her down and 
otherwise manhandling her when he 
arrested her.

Federal Trade Commission 
Says That Promoters in 
Texas Misled the Public. 


TELLS THEM TO ‘DESIST 


Advertising of Each Company and 
Facts Investigators Reported 
Are Compared, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Close on 
the heels of its recent resolution 
calling for an investigation of so- 
called ‘‘blue sky’’ securities, the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission today an- 
nounced the issuance of ‘‘cease and 
desist’’ orders against eight compa- 
nies. They are described as ‘“‘pro- 
moters of oil propositions in Texas,’’ 
and all are charged with ‘‘misrepre- 
sentations in their dealings with the 
public.’’ 

The concerns involved are Henry 
H. Hoffman and others of Houston, 
J. H. Crites and others of Fort 
Worth, Roller Oil and cecogeees, Fee og 

y, Inc., and others of exia, 
Texas: Dispatch Petroleum Company 
and others of Wichita Falls, Texas; 
3S. F. Shepard and others of Chicago, 
Ill.; Perryman Investment Company 
of Houston, Mid-American Oil and 
Refining Company and others of 
Fort Worth, and Right Way Royalty 
Syndicate of Fort Worth, Texas. 

The commission stated that its own 
reports show that “misleading state- 
ments as to methods of financing, 
false claims of ownership of large 
producing wells in the heart of the 
proven fields and of paying big divi- 
dends to purchasers of stock were 
generally made by these companies 
in their advertising literature.” 

, Some projects, it was added, were 
in the form of syndicates consisting 
of a number of companies whose di- 
rectorates interlocked. 

Cites Specific Phrases. 

In announcing its action the com- 
mission authorized a statement, ex- 
tracts of which follow: 

“Henry Hoffman of Houston, 
Texas, organized the Hoffman Oil 
and Refining Company, the Ranger- 
Burk-Burnett Company, the Ranger- 
Comanche Oil Company and the 
Union National Oil Company. 

“Among the phrases made use of 
by Hoffman in his advertising liter- 
ature,’’ the commission adds, ‘‘was 
such as these: 

““Hoffman makes good,’ ‘The 
Bankers’ Oil and Gas Company is the 
second of Henry Hoffman’s list of 
oig successes and has paid 100 per 
cent. in dividends.’ 

“The commission found, however, 
that Hoffman organ the com- 
panies mentioned in his advertising 
matter and partially developed the 
property of some of them, but 
connection thereupon ended and in 
no instances, except two, were divi- 
dends paid or financial returns of 
any kind made to shareholders in 
any of the companies represented as 
his successes, while under his con- 
trol, management or direction.’’ 

“J. H. Crites and others of Fort 
Worth, Texas,’’ according to the com- 
mission, ‘‘organized the O-Tex Pro- 
duction Company at a capitalization 
of $250,000, and in its entire history 
the company drilled but one well.“ 

The commission said that this com- 
pany in its advertising represented 
itself as the holder of more than 750 
acres of oil and gas leases in proved 
oil Srenh, and that it was drilling four 
wells.

as producers of oil in Texas prop- 
erties. The various holdings were 
itemized in specific detail. 

*‘The commission,’’ the report says, 
‘found it was represented in the in- 
stance of one of the companies that 
officers and directors would be 
elected by the stockholders and that 
the company would be controlled by 


and for the benefit of the stockhold- 
ers through men selected by them- 
selves and not by promoters, as is 
often the case. 

“The commission found, however, 
that the trustees to administer the 
affairs of all these companies were 
selected by Shepard himself, were 
controlled and ected by him, and 
were at no time controlled by or for 
the benefit of the stockholders. 

A. W. Perryman, it says, adver- 
tised his company as havi suffi- 
cient funds on hand for development 
and as being not dependent on the 
sale of stock for operations, listin 
leases and holdings in eleven grea 
proven fields. It was claimed that 
the stock was of a joint association 
organized under the stringent laws 
of the State of Texas. The commis- 
sion found that these statements 
were false and misleading. 

“J. H. Crites,’’ it continues, ‘‘for 
the Mid-American Oil and Refining 
Company conceived and put into ac- 
tive operation as a device to win the 
confidence of prospective investors 
and to procure the use of their money 
for his enterprises, the formation of 
so-called syndicates to be represented 
to the public as subsidiaries of the 
Mid-American, and the sale of shares 
or units therein with the delivery 
therewith of shares in the Mid-Amer- 
ican as a bonus. to purchasers of 
shares or units in such syndicates as 
the initial step in the use of such 
device. 

The commission holds that these 
were false and misleading representa- 


ons. 

The Right Way Royalty Syndicate 
is said by the commission to have 
advertised that it incurred no ex- 
pense beyond 10 per cent. of the 
earnings of the syndicate to the trus- 
tees for their services. 

‘‘However,’’ the commission adds, 
“the trustees in selling their various 
interests in oil and gas properties to 
the syndicate at’ prices far in excess 
of the cost of such properties to 
them received in a few months after 
the organization of the syndicate 
$150,000 more than the 10 per cent.

Lord Hewart, Chief Justice, En- 
tertains Canadian Barristers 
In Speech at Toronto. 


HE STRESSES DEFICIENCIES 


Pictures Newspapers as Monsters 
Working Mischief In Domestic Af- 
fairs and International Relations. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TORONTO, Ontario, Aug. 28.—The 
Lord Chief Justice of England, Lord 
> Hewart of Bury, unburdened him- 
self of some of his opinions on the 
press and its owners to the audible 
enjoyment of a large number of law- 
yers and Judges who attended the 
joint luncheon of the Canadian and 
Empire Clubs here yesterday. 

He pictured the printing machine 
as a monster working mischief not 
only in the realm of domestic rela- 
tions but also in international af- 
fairs. Most of his discourse was di- 
rected against the alleged deficien- 
cles of the press—its tendency to 
standardize thought and eliminate 
human individuality. 

He admitted that he hoped to re- 
turn to Canada, and on his return he 
would say something on the good 
side of newspapers and in the mean- 
time would endeavor to find out what 
that ‘good side’ was. 

Premier G. Howard Ferguson, ap-

BROWNS’ DOWNFALL 


Babe Propels It in First Inning 
With One on Base to Put 
Him 2 Up on Gehrig. 


17TH AGAINST ST. LOUIS 


Victory, 10-6, Sends Latest 
Streak to 5, While Browns Have 
Yet to Win From Hugmen. 


SHOCKER IN RELIEF ROLE 


Follows Ruether After Early Lead 
Is Cut by 4-Run Rally In Third 
and Single Tally in Fourth,

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 28.—The Yankees 
played the Browns here again today 
and the score was 10 to 6. That 
should be sufficient information for 
the mildest baseball enthusiasts, for 
the world ought to know by this time 
that the Browns have not beaten the 
Yanks this season. 'Today’s victory 
was New York’s seventeenth straight 
success against St. Louis and the 
fifth straight on the current streak. 

Still, there are a few other little 
details that might be mentioned in 
passing. One of them was a home 
run propelled over the roof of the 
right-field pavilion by Babe Ruth. 

this happened to be the Babe’s 
forty-second circuit clout of the cur- 
rent campaign and put him two 
ahead of Lou Gehrig in the Great 
American Home Run Handicap, it 
gave the fans who had no other 
— to go some reward for visiting 

portsman’s Park. 

Koenig and Williams also punched 
round-trip tickets in the general di- 
rection taken by the ball that Babe 
hit, but neither of them gave any 
signs of ever catching up. How- 
ever, these blows were merely inci- 
dental in the general uprising. 


Dutch Ruether Also Relieved. 


The Yankees pounded Ernie Win- 
gard from the box and the Browns 
returned the compliment, with Dutch 
Ruether the direct recipient of their 
compliments. Elam VanGilder suc- 
ceeded Wingard and was something 
of an improvement, but hardly laud- 
able in his efforts. 

Urban Shocker finished the game 
for Ruether and was credited with 
the victory. Just a week ago Shocker 
was reported to have suffered a 
broken finger on his left hand. How- 
ever, there seems to be some dis- 
agreement about whether this was 
otficial or not. In order to show no 
partiality in the matter, Shocker wore 
a 7 on the digit under dis- 
cussion, but pitched rather neatly, if 
not gaudily. 

The Yanks scored in each of the 
first five frames and added a couple 
more runs in the ninth. The Browns 
concentrated their efforts in the 
third, fourth and fifth sessions, but 
didn’t gain anything by this method 
of attack.

During the 1911 
world’s series with the Athletics, 
rain stopped us for seven days in 
Philadelphia, but that was during 
October.’’

OF AMATEUR FIELD 


Winning His Last 3 Minikahda 
Matches on Virtually First 9 
Holes Stamps His Greatness. 


SHATTERS RIVALS’ GAMES 


Even Ouimet and Evans. Unable to 
Stand Up Under His Steady 
Assault on Par.

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 28.—After 
watching Bobby Jones win the na- 
tional amateur championship for the 
third time in four years at Minikahda 
last week, one cannot help but feel 
pessimistic about the situation for 
the next few years in amateur golf. 

So great was Bobby’s margin of 
superiority over his present field that 
once he got safely past his dreaded 
eighteen-hole rounds on Wednesday, 
there was never the slightest doubt 
who would be the winner. It was a 
cut-and-dried Jones affair from start 
to finish. 

The hopeless thing about it is this: 
As long as Bobby continues to play 
in the championship (certainly for 
the next five years at least) there 
will not be much more doubt about 
the outcome than there was this year. 
If the big par and birdie man from 
Georgia continues to play in the form 
he was in at Minikahda, the only 


position for which there will be a 
fight will be that of runner-up. 


Winner at the Start. 


Jones is so far in front of the men 
he had to meet in the last three 
rounds of the 1927 tournament that 
all three matches were virtually over 
before nine holes had been played. 

The men Jones had to meet were 
Johnston, Quimet and Evans. Cer- 
tainly one out of that trio should 
have been able to put up a match. 
It wasn’t more than three or four 
years ago that Francis and Chick 
held places of no inconsiderable 
prominence in the world of golf, As 
recently as 1920 they were finalists 
for the title, and between then and 
this year Evans has been a finalist 
once and a semi-finalist twice, while 
Ouimet twice has gone to the semi- 
finals. 

Certainly neither can be said to 
have retrogressed a great deal in 
those few years. There was every 
reason, therefore, to expect that at 
least one of them would be able to 
furnish. stiff opposition to Jones. 

Before meeting Bobby, Francis had 
played well in the qualifying round, 
and after a 72 in the morning round 
against Billy Sixty of Milwaukee, 
was out in 34 and had par for a 
69 when the match ended. His 
golf then was just about as good as 
it ever was, and yet, matched 
against Jones in the semi-final 
round, he won only one hole during 
the entire match.

Considerable stir was._created _ by 
the sale of a colt for $70,000 to 
William R. Coe at Saratoga. The 
figure achieved by one of the con- 
signment from the Himyar Stud was 
within $2,500 paid for a colt at New- 
market, England, which is the 
world’s.record, . 

This slight discrepancy, which 
leaves this country trailing England 
as far as top prices go at a yearling 
sale, brings to light the fact that 
although this country is supposed to 
be the wealthiest in the world, the 

rices paid for horses here are not as 

gh as abroad, nor are there as 
many high prices. 

Until a few weeks ago the highest 

rice paid for a horse was ,000 
or Tracery, paid by Sefior Unzue, an 
Argentinian. However, this figure 
was topped by the $300,000 recently 
paid for Call Boy. 

In both instances it was not Ameri- 
can money that paid these enormous 
sums. In the annals of turf in the 
United States. the other prices down 
to $100,000 were paid as follows: 
Rock: Sand, $150,000; Friar Rock, 
$130,000; Whiskaway, $125,000; In- 
chape, $115,000; The Finn, $116,000;

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COOLIDGE AND HOOVER. 


When farmers and editors in their 
little nests agree, politicians must 
take notice. The one point of har- 
monious opinion reported from the 
West is that both think the Presi- 
dent has definitely and finally taken 
himself out of the race. The farm- 
ers gather this partly from their 
talks with Mr. COOLIDGE, but more 
from their own sense of actions that’ 
speak louder than words, though the 
President’s words are sufficiently 
conclusive for them. The Wyoming 
editors who in a body called upon 
the President in Yellowstone Park 
may have done a little more finger- 
ing of the dictionaries, but their in- 
ference is as positive as that of the 
farmers.

They got no sign from the Presi- 
dent, and probably expected none. 
The most that they gathered from 
him is that he is resolved to main- 
tain an attitude of benevolent neu- 
trality as between all. candidates. 
This is undoubtedly the course which 
is at once wise for him and best for 
all aspirants. He could not “ deliver ” 
delegates to the national convention 
for any of them, éven if he sought 
to do so, and should it become 
known that he favored one of them 
above the others, that would be a 
signal for those passed by to get 
together against the designated 
Coolidge heir. As for Mr. Hoover 
himself, he is correct and also sa- 
gacious in not admitting that he is 
a candidate so long as he remains a 
member of the Cabinet.

When the Geneva ses- 
sions are peaceful, then the League 
is only a camouflage and a rubber 
stamp for arrangements by the Big 
Fellows arrived at in advance. When 
the Geneva sessions are tumultuous, 
then the League is on the verge of 
dissolution. 

To the extent that the League is 


parliament of the nations, it must 
be expected to develop the failings 
as well as the virtues of the par- 
liamentary system. And it is not 
often easy to say what are the 
virtues and what are the faults. A 
national parliament in which things 
work too smoothly will be de-

BEARS AND PARKS. 


The bears of the Yellowstone are 
no respecters of.persons. Mr. COOL- 
IDGE’S encounter with two cubs 


of committing potential lése majesté.

neighboring States. The few that 
remained are reported to have been 
rapidly exhausted in trying to keep 
up with that President’s strenuous 


Mr. COOLIDGE has never posed as 
a mighty Bunter. Yet he has been 
one of the stanchest supporters of 
conservation, and has done what he 
could to further the protection of 
wild life. In the owstone he 
saw for the first time the results 
of overprotection. These are not 
all unfavorable. The animals are 
much less fearful of men than else- 
where. But if the grazing area 
were more limited, we should have 
seen in the Yellowstone a repetition 
of the experience in parts of the 
Northwest and of Arizona, where 
complete prohibition of shooting, 
coupled with extermination of “ var- 
mints” like wildcats and ‘cougars, 
has resulted in an increase of the 
animal population to such an extent 
that it is faced with starvation. 
On the North Rim of the Grand 
Canyon in Arizona the range be- 
came so overstocked with deer a 
few years ago that the animals 


geographical limitations of the dis- 
trict were such that the game pre- 
serve was like an island, surrounded 
not by water but by inhospitable 
deserts. The deer could not go 
elsewhere for food. In the Yellow- 
stone district there is still room 
enough. Elsewhere in Wyoming 
and parts of Idaho, however, the 
elk would not survive unless fed by 
man during the Winter months. 

It is interesting to look through 
the pages of the journals of LEWIS 
and CLARK and to read how in this 
same Yellowstone region a hundred 
and twenty years ago “the Buffa- 
“low and Elk is estonishingly nou- 
“merous on the banks of the [Yel- 
“lowstone] river on each side, par- 
“ticularly the Elk which lay on al- 
“most every point in large gangs 
“and are so jintle that we frequent- 
“ly pass within 20 or 30 paces 
“of them without being the least 
“alarmed.” The grizzlies, however, 
were not so “ jintle,” for five days 
after this entry CLARK records that 
two of these monsters in succession 
jumped into the water to attack his 
party in their canoes. Daily he 
complained of the presence of large 
quantities of “Mosquetors,” which 
he frequently described as “ exces- 
sively troublesom.” 

The greatest problem of the con- 
servationists today is how to furnish 
suitable feeding grounds for the pro- 
tected animals. Profuse as is the 
game in the Yellowstone and other 
areas where hunting is prohibited, 
it is limited in comparison to the 
days when Lewis and CLARK made 
their first journey. Much as the 
predatory spirit in man was respon- 
sible for the wholesale d on 
of game in this country during the 
nineteenth century, the part played 
by the march of civilization, with its 
attendant curtailment of pasturage 

and feeding grounds, has not been 
sufficiently stressed by the ardent 
defenders of wild-life conservation. 
This is particularly true in the drier 
regions of the West.

At the public hearings on Massa- 

chusetts airports at the State 

House recently twenty-two towns 

were represented and urged in 
almost every case that the State 
create a Department of Aviation; 
that towns be allowed to spend 
money on airports even outside 
their city limits, and that taxes be 
abated or canceled on airport land. 

At the Lake Geneva (Wis.) air 
and water regatta, which began on 
July 28, fifty planes were in the air 
on the opening day. In two years 
the Ford Motor Company scheduled 
2,874 trips and completed 2,783. The 
miles flown were 507,670; the 
freight carried, 3,062,044 pounds. 
New airways companies are being 
incorporated all over the country. 
When Maitland Field, Milwaukee, 
was dedicated recently by Lieuten- 
ants MAITLAND and HEGENBERGER 
150,000 people lined Wisconsin Ave- 
nue to get a glimpse of those avia- 
tors. Business men are buying air- 
planes for their own use. There is a 
group of nine in Detroit, who are 
known locally as the “ Wise Birds.” 
It is hard to keep track of the cities 
that offer prizes for long-distance 
flights. The demand for aviators is 
not greater than the supply. Air 
“Derbies” are the order of the day. 
Round-the-world flights are planned 
in several countries. Announcement 
is made that the West Indian Aerial 
Express of Santo Domingo will make 
an opening flight on Oct. 1. It prom- 
ises to operate a passenger, freight 
and mail service to Havana and 
Trinidad. 

HENRY FORD, who has put more 
people into automobiles than any 
other manufacturer, is building a 
metal plane “ not only for passenger 
“service by airlines but for private 
“use.” With Colonel LINDBERGH 
touring the country in the interests 
of commercial aviation, flying is 
bound to become more and more 
popular. 


THE LAW OF NATIONS. 


During the war nothing was more 
common than to hear people say 
that international law was done for. 
Its violations by the combatants 
were so frequent and gross that 
many despaired of ever seeing it 
restored to life, to say nothing of 
vigor. But the wound then received, 
while deep, was not fatal, and ever 
since the war a great many con- 
certed efforts have been made to re- 
store the law of nations to health. 
An enumeration of these various 
associations has recently been made 
by Sir THOMAS BARCLAY. The list 
is long and impressive. He natu- 
rally puts at the head in impor- 
tamce the Permanent Court of 
International Justice, whose deci- 
sions have everywhere been ac- 
cepted as helping to re-establish and 
strengthen principles of interna- 
tional law that had been called in 
question. Perhaps the latest so- 
ciety of the kind is the one recent- 
ly formed in. Paris and called 
the Académie Diplomatique Interna- 
tionale. Its membership is limited 
to 150, and is made up largely of 
men who have been in the diplo- 
matic service, and so are prepared 
to add experience to theory. 

The place which treaties have in 
international law has naturally been 
under close scrutiny since the war, 
with so many agreements between 
nations negotiated or planned. There 
is, for example, the proposed treaty 
between France and the United 
States for the outlawing of war. 
There has also been much talked of 
by lawyers and advocates of peace 
on both sides of the Atlantic a 
draft treaty of amity and arbitra- 
tion between the United States and 
Great Britain. Referring particu- 
larly to these matters, Lord PHILLI- 
MORE writes in The London Times 
of “the great practical difficulty 
“in all negotiations of this sort with 
“the United States.” What he has 
in mind is the fact that the Amer- 
ican treaty-making power is two- 
fold. Until both President and Sen- 
ate have acted, no treaty can come 
into effect. 

Lord PHILLIMORE appears to go 
too far in saying, or implying, that 
nothing like this exists elsewhere. 
He writes that ordinarily the Chief 
of State can “effect treaties with 
full authority.” Appeal to the Leg- 
islature or Parliament is necessary 
only to secure further legislation 
which may be required in order to 
carry out the treaty. Yet we know 
that the Declaration of London, to 
which the British Government was 
fully committed, was rejected by the 
House of Lords. And the Prime 
Minister, Mr. LLoyD Georce, felt it 
desirable, though not compulsory 
upon him, to submit the Treaty of 
Versailles to ratification by Parlia- 
ment before declaring it in effect. 
Yet there is no doubt that Lord 
PHILLIMORE puts his finger on 
one awkwardness, or weakness, in 
American practice. The President 
can act only as “ agent for the com- 
“ posite principal of himself and the 
“Senate.” That is one reason why 
the Senate seems often disposed to 
“ask for more.” It believes that 
the other nation is fully committed 
by signing the treaty, so that the 
case seems to be one in which, by 
reservations or amendments, it may 
try to get something additional. 
‘While this is so, we can hardly won- 
der at the reluctance of « coun- 
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ithe Government of the 
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States. Lord PHILLIMORE comes to 
the following conclusion : 

While, theréfore, the societies and 
unions which.make for peace may 
well work out each for itself its 
scheme of a treaty, when it comes 
to the actual negotiation I hope 
that our Government will . say, 
‘We are quite ready to listen to 
any proposals, but we think that 
it would be best that you should 
shape them.”’ It is true that even 
then the Senate might insist on 
improving upon the draft of its 
own Executive, but it is not so 
likely to do it as it would be if it 
thought that it was improving 
upon a British proposal. 


MOVING TOWARD 1928. 


Mayor THOMPSON for President! 
No less a suggestion than this, 
modestly pish-tushed by Chicago's 
Mayor, but reiterated with an air of 
alarm by two Chicago newspapers, 
projects from the week’s pile of ‘po- 
litical news-cuttings. The terrifying 
implication followed a long confer- 
ence between Mr. THOMPSON and 
Governor SMALL, at which the worthy 
pair are understood to have signed 
a treaty of offense and defense—the 
Governor to have another term at 
Springfield, the Mayor to have the 
Illinois delegation at the next Re- 
publican National Convention, de- 
spite all the Lowdens, Daweses and 
Deneens, from “ Egypt” to the Wis- 
consin line. When Mr. THOMPSON 
was asked about it, he marveled that 
any one could suggest that a man 
who had been Mayor of Chicago 
might regard even the Presidency 
as glorifying. 

Next door to Illinois, the scene of 
these vast strategies, things were 
happening in Indiana and Wisconsin. 
In Indiana the Klan was reviving; 
organizers were being hired for $50 
a week and expenses; the national 
Republican delegation was said to 
be the objective. As an example of 
how things are going politically in 
Indiana, this from the Democratic 
State Committee’s new organ, The 
Hoosier Democrat, may be sugges- 
tive: “It need not be argued that 
“these political bandits and corrup- 
“tionicts * * * this hodge-podge of 
“liars, perjurers and bribers, should 
“be sustained in power for further 
“wrongs.” But meanwhile the 
bucolic community of South Bend 
pores over three columns in The 
Tribune, written by an unnamed 
“former Terre iaute man,” urging 
the nomination for President of 
EVERETT SANDERS, secretary to Mr. 
COOLIDGE. 

Governor ZIMMERMAN, in Wiscon- 
sin, is having many troubles. News- 
paper correspondents ascribe the 
beginning of his troubles to an ex- 
clamation he made about the Senate 
on the defeat of an Administration 
bill. This, indignantly reported to 
the august chamber by Senator 
MARKHAM, weaned Senators away. 
“Tf in characterizing the Senate,” 
says one correspondent, “the Gov- 
“ernor hrd:‘to make an allusion to 
“man’s best friend, he had better 
“have confined his canine objurga- 
“tion to ‘doggone it.’” 

Less stirring matters engage 
political workers elsewhere. Mrs. 
EMILY NEWELL BLAIR of Joplin will 
not stand again as Democratic Na- 
tional Committeewoman from Mis- 
souri. Governor MARTIN of Florida, 
inspecting the militia at Pensacola, 
ruminated on the Senatorship, but 
did not “announce.” The Albany 
News has heard that George W. 
LUNN will run again for Mayor of 
Schenectady while waiting for the 
Democratic nomination for Gover- 
nor of New York. In Minnesota, 
the Non-Partisan Leaguers and con- 
scientious objectors who, in 1918, 
supported CHARLES A. LINDBERGH 
(pére) for Governor, are out for 
JOHN A. PETERSON for Senator and 
PAUL DEHNEL for Governor.

McGregor at this’ feast—and the 
Baldwin second. So the judgment 
stands of these twelve men. It might 
cause great disturbance in the apple 
market were it not that this is after 
all not the final decision. There is a 
possible appeal. There is no court 
of ‘last resort except each indi- 
vidual’s own taste—into which ‘the 
beauty of appearance may enter if it 
adds to the enjoyment of the fruit 
that has brought so. much of woe 
into sacred: and profane literature 
and so much of health to mankind. 

Nevertheless, it was a piece of 
scientific daring on the part of this 
Rhode Island researcher to make 
this test and offer this judgment. 
He may expect to have apples of 
all varieties (except possibly McIn- 
tosh Reds) not in a perfect state of 
preservation thrown at him from 
every direction. 


AUGUST PLAYS AND WEATHER. 


When the eye falls upon an 
article in The London Morning Post 
beginning “August is a ghastly 
month,” the first thought is that the 
writer is exactly right, and that he 
must be talking about the unsea- 
sonable cold and rain. But the writer 
in this instance was Mr. EDGAR WAL- 
LACE, playwright and dramatic critic, 
and we know at once that he is 
much more concerned with the 
apparently moribund August theatre 
than with the weather. His off- 
season thoughts are tinged more 
than usual with bitterness because 
he had done his best to write an 
“inoffensive article” at a season 
when the easiest kind of writing 
is an attack on another critic’s the- 
ories, and this mild piece had been 
seized upon by some one equally 
hard up for a subject. What is 
there to say about the theatre when 
all of last season’s shows are fading 
away and the prospect of new ones 
is barren and depressing? Mr. WAL- 
LACE had no wish to attack nor to be 
attacked, but when it was stated 
that he is earning £2,000 a week, 
and he isn’t, he was bound not only 
to defend himself but to pop a few 
shots at the highbrow who accused 
him: | 

Highbrows cannot write about the 
drama, or anything else, without a 
reference to the money that other 
people are earning, or are sup- 
posed to be earning. It is part of 
the artistic temperament. If you 
are arty-crafty, you are terribly 
superior to success; and you re- 

proach your opponent with his 
prosperity. 

Everybody knows the critic, or 
playwright, or poet, or artist whose 
ability is greatly exceeded by his 
ambition. His capacity for the hard 
work that might make him a finan- 
cial or popular success also lags. If 
his chef d’oeuvre is appreciated by 
a few intimates and ignored by the 
callous populace, it is not because 
he is lacking in talent or concen- 
tration or persistence, but because 
the public is stupid. That is his 
excuse for failure, and explains also 
why people flock to the wrong sort 
of thing. For some reason New 
York annually sees the production 
during August of a number of half- 
baked plays which fail with sur- 
prising speed and thoroughness. 
Theatre owners and managers ap- 
pear to incline toward letting the 
house to a few of the proud during 
the off-season, before the regular 
fellows want it. Yes, August is a 
ghastly month, and a long one, but 
its great events are soon over. It 
has never supplied Broadway with 
such a long-suffering “angel” as 
did last October.

THE TACNA-ARICA DISPUTE. 


Blunder Held to Have Antedated 
Appointment of Pershing. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As one who has had for many years 
some acquaintance with Tacna-Arica 
conditions, I beg leave to differ with 
the views of Professor Shepherd, as 
reported in Tus Times today. 

In my opinion, the blunder was 
further back. than the appointment 
of General Pershing as Chairman of 
the Plebiscite Commission. The great 
mistake was in ordering a plebiscite 
at all, thirty years after the time 
fixed for one, and forty years after 
the Chilean occupation had begun. 
The order was a surprise to both 
countries. 

Disinterested persons familiar with 
the conditions were well aware that 
no fair plebiscite could be or would 
be held with Chile in control of the 
country. General Pershing and Gen- 
eral Lassiter desired a fair plebiscite 
but at last discovered that it could 
not be held unless force was em- 
ployed, which of course .was not 
authorized. The most tactful and 
skillful diplomat could not have 
brought it to pass. 

The opportunity for diplomacy was 
before the ordering of the plebiscite. 
It was then expected that some con- 
cessions must be made and the prob- 
lem would have been solved. There 
was certainly no immediate danger 
of war. 

Unhappily, conditions are now 
worse than before. A man of high 
standing and ability, who has known 
both countries intimately for many 
years, recently expressed the opinion 
that the Chileans would never give 
up the province until, or unless, they 
were driven out by force. It is a 
most unhappy conclusion of a grave 
blunder.

“Golden Book” for Britain 
As Token of France's Gratitude

PARIS, Aug. 28.—For months 
French artisans and statesmen 
have been busy” preparifg a 
“golden book’’ which on Wednes- 
day next Foreign Minister Briand 
-and other Government officials 
will present to Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain when the British Secre- 
tary of Foreign Affairs is received 
at the Hotel de Ville. 

The book, which bears the title 
“France to the British Empire,” 
followed by the words “Amici 
amicis in memoriam gloriae com- 
munis,’’ bears three prefaces by 
MM. Briand, Poincaré and: Cle- 
menceau, réspectively. 

The Minister of Foreign Affairs 
explains the motive of the gift— 
gratitude of France for British 
sympathy and aid.

Federal Reserve Reports Advance in 
“Loans—Wholesale Values Are 
Higher, Sales Smaller. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.— Indus- 
trial production declined in July to a 
level below that of a year ago, the 
Federal Reserve Board announced to- 
day in its preliminary monthly sum- 
mary of general business and finan- 
cial conditions. 

At the same time the board stated 


that the Federal Reserve index of 
wholesale prices advanced in July for 
the first time since Autumn. Demand 
for bank credit showed a seasonal in- 
crease, but easy conditions prevailed 
in the money market. 

“Output of manufacturers —— 
in July and was in ee ee 
same volume as a year 
board asserted. ‘‘and the wa bP men 
of minerals, which was further re- 
duced during the month, was at the 
lowest level since early in 1926, 
when the anthracite strike was in 
progress. 

‘Tron and steel production in July 
was the smallest in volume since 1925 
and continued at me gyre the same 
level during the first three weeks of 
August. 

‘‘Automobile ou roe for July and 
the early weeks of August was con- 
siderably below that of the corre- 
sponding ‘month of last year. Pro- 
duction of rubber tires, non-ferrous 
metals and food products and activ- 
ity of woolen mills were smaller in 
July than in the preceding month. 
Cotton consumption was smaller 
than in June, but continued unusu- 
ally large for this season of the year. 


Shoe and Lumber Output Rises. 


“Production of leather, shoes and 
lumber increased in: July as com- 


pared with —* 

‘Factory employment and —— 
showed seasonal decreases 
and were smaller than in any mon 
since 1924. Employment in coal min- 
ing has been reduced in recent 
months, and reports indicate some 
unemployment n certain of the 
building trades owing to the decline 
in the construction of houses. 

“Building contract awards in July 
and in the first three weeks of Au- 
gust. continued larger than a year 
ago, the increase reflecting chiefly 
a growth in awards for engineering 
projects.”’ 

The board pointed out that the 
Aug. 1 cotton report of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture indicated a pro- 
duction of 13,492,000 bales, or 25 per 
cent. less than the record yield of 
last year; that the indicated produc- 
tion of corn, —2 considerably 
larger than the expectation in Suly,” 
was 262,000,000 —— lower than 
the harvested crop of 1926, and that 
the August estimate of 851,000,000 
bushels of wheat indicated an in- 
crease of 18,000,000 bushels over the 
1926 crop yield. 


Decline in Merchandise Sales. 

With respect to trade conditions 
the board’s summary continued: 

“Distribution of merchandise at 
wholesale and retail showed about 
the usual seasonal decline in July. 


Compared with a year ago, sales of 
wholesale firms and department 
stores were slightly smaller, owing 
largely to the fact that there was one 
less business day in gs of this year 
than in July, 1926. es of mail 
order houses and chain stores were 
somewhat larger than a year ago.’ 
Inventories of department stores 
continued to decline in July, the 
board said, and at the end of the 
month were slightly smaller than a4 
year. ago, and wholesale stocks ales 
cantinned smaller than last year. 
Shipments of ——— by freight 
decreased, contrary to the usual sea- 
sonal trend, and were smaller in July 
and in the first two weeks of August 
than in the same period of last year. 


Advance in Wholesale Prices. 


‘The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
index of wholesale prices advanced 
slightly in July,’’ the board contin- 
ued, “reflecting chiefly increases in 
prices of corn, live stock, cotton and 


leather, while prices of wheat, silk, 
metals and: building materiais de- 
clined. 

“‘Since the latter of July prices 
of corn, cotton and cattle have con- 
tinued upward, and those of wheat, 
non-ferrous metals and rubber have 
also advanced, while hogs, lumber 
and hides have declined.’ .

Unable 
to look up to the stars, we read a 
book on astronomy. Unable to sense 
the wonder and significance of the 
rocks, we read a treatise on geology. 
College and university training is a 
concession to the mediocre mind, Th, 
great mind can dispense with ‘in- 
formation’ and feed on knowledge. 
Lincoln, like the founder of Chris- 
tianity, had such a mind. 

‘Jesus was concerned with the 
great simplicities of human life. He 
taught the truths concerning such 
questions as the nature of righteous- 
ness, the love of God, and the di- 
vinity of man. There are no greater 
themes than these, and there was no 

reater expounder of them than 

esus. He taught with his whole 
mind, his whole sympathy and his 
whole life. 

‘In our day we still have blind 
leaders of the blind. We need a re- 
turn to the preaching of the Master. 
We analyze, but we do not under- 
stand. There is a wave of skepti- 
cism i over the world it 
should be met with a living faith. 
Christ did not preach a God that 
was.

Only by living according to the will 
of God can man hope to attain 
eternal life, is the opinion of the 
Rev. Francis A. adden, who 
preached at high mass yesterday in 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Fifth Ave- 
nue at Fiftieth Street.

Dr. Wicks Says Failure to Elect 
Catholic as President Can't 
Be Laid to Protestants. 














COMMENDS SMITH’S VIEWS 





Pastor Sees Finer Spirits of Both 
Religions Now Trying to Find 
Points of Sympathy. 


“If a Catholic cannot be elected 
President of the United States, it is 


an outrage to lay that to the narrow- 
ness of the Protestant people,”’ the 
Rev. Dr. Robert R. icks of 
Holyoke, Miss., visiting pastor at the 
Collegiate Reformed urch of St. 
Nicholas, Fifth Avenue and Forty- 
eighth Street, declared yesterday in 
his sermon. 

Preaching on the Christian rela- 
tions between Protestants and Catho- 
lics, Dr. Wicks said that the lay 
Catholics did not want foreign re- 
ligious influence in American Gov- 
ernment any more than Governor 
Smith had wanted it when he had 
written his letter to The Atlantic 
Monthly. 

‘‘We would be more willing to trust 
Catholics in high office in the Gov- 
ernment if their own church would 
trust them in its own councils,’’ Dr. 
Wicks continued. ‘‘We trust Catho- 
lics as individuals, but we should 
band ether to keep from Ameri- 
can politics the influence of a foreign 
church that is not democratic.’’ 

Dr. Wicks said that no Protestant 
could have more ee, shown the 
necessity for obstructing church 
manipulation of Government than 
Governor Smith had done. He also 
expressed regret that Catholic clergy- 
men could not go further in the ac- 
quaintance with Protestant points of 
view and spiritual fellowship. 

“God does not like class walls, 
tariffs, caste or other bigotry,’’ Dr. 
Wicks said. ‘‘Given the spirit of 
surrender of life to God, religion can 
get into the lives of the people with- 
out sacraments, priests or doctrines. 

“Oriental people have long looked 
at the controversy between Protes- 
tantism and Catholicism as fighting 
between tents in the same mission- 
ary camp. But we fee) that the finer 
spirits of both religions are now 
trying to find points of sympathy. 

“After all, Jesus Christ never 
heard of the churches that are now 
struggling to claim his spirit for 
their own pepe It is not a ques- 
tion of how these two great bodies 
may supplant one another, but 
rather how they may work together 
to better advantage.’’

Christianity is true, he said, be- 
cause ‘“‘it works when it is put to 
the test. The teachings of Jesus 
Christ work. Many people believe 
in Christianity because they have 
seen it work in the lives of men—in 
the lives of our old saintly fathers 
and mothers—it is the power of the 
** of Christ to transform life.” 
ere is no uncertainty in the 
teachings of Jesus, Professor Paton 
said, comparing Christianity to the 
uncertain philosophical teachings of 
other religions, 

‘Jesus comes with a note of cer- 
tainty and authority,’’ he declared. 

In explaining why Jesus differs 
from all those who have gone be- 
fore, Professor Paton said that Jesus 
has passeed the three primary tests 
of truth: that which corresponds 
with all the facts that we know, that 
which works when we put it to the 
test, and that which leads to the 
discovery of new truth. 

“These are the great tests of 
science, history, and sociology and I 
think that they hold true,’’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘You and I are sure that 
Jesus was justified in claiming the 
truth.”’ 

The final meeting in Russell Sage 
chapel this evening, at which Pro- 
fessor Paton delivered the address, 
closed the Northfield Summer Con- 
ference religious program attended 
by about 10,000 people.

Reference to the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case as an example of good law but

Euphonious Terms and Modern Psy- 
cology Cover Old Sins, He Says— 
Denounces Stage Trend. 





After attacking modern psychology 
and psychoanalysis as agents tending 
to encourage sin and disorder in so- 
ciety, the Rev. Dr. William C. Poole 
of Christ Church, London, declared 
that the violators of the Eighteenth 
Amendment were the ‘“‘real practical 
Bolsheviki in America,’’ in his ser- 
mon yesterday in the Marble Colle- 
giate Reformed Church, Fifth Ave- 
nue and Twenty-ninth Street. He also 


said the modern theatre and modern 
literature were inclined to stimulate 
men to indulge their baser passions. 

“It is not your Ellis Island immi- 
grant who is the real Bolshevik here; 
it is your pious business man who 
says ‘Il want what I want and I’ll 
have it,’ ’’ he declared. ‘‘Although I 
live in London, I am an American 
citizen, and nothing pains me more 
than to hear my fellow-citizens sneer- 
ing at the prohibition law.

Bishop -H. R. Hulse of Cuba 
Puts Prohibition and Trial 
Marriage on List. 


NEED DISCUSSION, HE SAYS 


Guiding Principles Are God’s Gift, 
and We Must Form the Rules, 
Prelate Asserts in Sermon. 


Trial marriage, prohibition and the 
acquisition of wealth by methods 
counter to public welfare are our 
major evils today, according to the 


Right Rev. H. R. Hulse, Bishop of 
Cuba, who preached in the 
Episco urch of the Heavenly 
Rest, East Eighty-ninth Street, 

“‘There is today a widespread effort 
to re relations. 
Jurists and university professors are 
among many trying to break down 
the institution of monogamous mar- 
riage. Issues of this kind should not 
be rota Poe but should be put 
under the light of discussion. 

‘Can irregular sex relations stand 
the —— of the e ences A, —* 
past? oung people are not goin 
to be moved by the admonition that 
such straying away from moral 
standards is a violation of religious 
law. <A better way is to show them 
that they are siggy By ore the 
love of humanity. -indulgence 
tends to disintegrate society, bring 
about social revolution and degrade 
man’s character.’’ 

In the same category with those 
who advocate and practice trial mar- 
riage, Dr. Hulse put those who be- 
come enemies to humanity by their 
acquisition of wealth by methods not 
conducive to social welfare. These, 
he. said, included clergymen who 
were too lazy to do their work, spec- 
ulators in land values, shyster law- 
yers and corrupt liticians. 

‘‘Wealth causes the public to look 
upon it with suspicion. Economic 
depressions and political changes 
even are laid at the door of Wall 
Street,’’ the Bishop said. 

Eternal principles to guide one’s 
actions remain basicly the same, he 
said, but new social, industrial and 
political conditions require that they 
be changed to meet the exigencies 
of the day. ‘“‘Times arise when the 
conscience must be quickened and 
educated,’ he continued. ‘‘New ex- 
pressions of old standards must be 
adopted. In this lies our larger duty, 
even greater than loyalty to country, 
State or community. It is the devo- 
tion to humanity, and is expressed 
through the principle of love, bring- 
ing out the best that is in us. 

“God. gives us the principles and 
we are to form the rules, benefiting 
by the experiences of the past.’’ 


TAKES DEEDS AS CRITERION. 


Dr. Reiland Says it Is Unwise to 
Judge People by Their Opinions. 


As a rule it is unwise to judge 
people by their opinions rather than 
by their deeds, according to the Rev. 
Dr. Karl Reiland, rector of St. 
George’s Episcopal Church, Stuyve- 
sant Square in his sermon yesterday. 

‘‘Notions hardly have the force of 
conclusions,’’ he said, ‘“‘since a no- 
tion implies an idea and a conclusion 
implies regulated thought. In ex- 
pressing an idea one often begins by 
saying ‘I think,’ which is perhaps 
just what he fails to do. Some de- 
velop habits of talking for effect, to 
make an impression. They say they 
believe in this or that, as though 
they had 
thoughts, the matter in question. 
Whereas the fact may be they have 
no more acquaintance with the sub- 
ject than many people have with the 
prominent —— whom they cheer- 
fully criticize and assert they ‘have 
no use for.’ 

“‘A little inquiry concerning a sub- 
ject changes our ideas, and a little 
acquaintance with disliked persons 
changes our attitude. But as we must 
talk, whether we know what we are 
talking about or not, we will go on 
saying ‘I think.’ When an opinion

Australia will now want 
sterling for remittance to London 
while London wants dollars for re- 
mittance to America, and each can 
accommodate the other to an extent 
which if translated into terms of 
cotton and grain represents a very 
distinct advantage to the London 
market. 

Less U. 8S. Remittances to London. 

There is less evidence now that 
sterling is receiving any important 
support from the further remittance 
of American funds to London owing 
to the more favorable rates prevail- 
ing here. Some movement in that 
direction is still in progress, but it is 
less noticeable than immediately 
after the fall in the rediscount rate 
at New York, and it probably will 
tend to become smaller_as Autumn 
approaches and monetary pressure 
increases. 

That the Bank of England has 
been fully justified in its insistence 
on a -.rm money market is clearly 
demonstrate: by the remarkable 
movement of gold now taking place 
to South America. A few days ago 
£1,600,000 of gold was shipped direct 
from South Africa to Buenos Aires 
on London account, Further ship- 
ments to take Place in the next few 
weeks will aggregate upward of 
£2,000,000, while £500,000 sovereigns 
has just been withdrawn from the 
Bank of dingland for Argentina. 
Thus a total of £4,250,000 of gold is 
now on the way or about to be 
shipped to Buenos Aires. Argentina 
has not taken any important quan- 
tity of gold from London for years, 
and the present movement is due to 
exceptionally large grain exports fol- 
lowing one of the finest harvests in 
the country’s history. 

Course of Argentine Exchange. 
The London parity of exchange is 
a trifle over 47% pence per Argen- 
tine dollar. The current rate is 47%; 
since the beginning of the year the 
rate has come up from 46%. The 
gold export point from London is es- 
timated at 48:5 3-16d, and from South 
Africa at 47s 13-16d. Consequently it 
has been cheaper to send gold from 
Cape Town. Owing, however, to the 
exceptionally large demand for in- 
surance on this route there has been 
a substantial advance in gold ship- 
ping costs.

ROME, Aug. 28.—The process of 
adjusting trade and industry to the 
new value of the lira has not been 
completed, and many branches of 
Italian production are still in a stag- 
nant condition. In general the trade 
situation shows no sign either of re- 
covery or of fresh depreciation. Or- 
ders continue very limited, although, 
fortunately, the export trade is satis- 
factory, chiefly because it is draw- 
ing on a large accumulation of su 
plies. : 

One element of reassurance, how- 
ever, is the upward tendency of the 
Stock Exchange, whose firmness ap- 
parently indicates lasting improve- 
ment, The fall in commodity prices 
has also become less disturbing. In 
the last few weeks the pace of the 
descent slackened and last week a 
slight increase occurred, represent- 
ing the first improvement of the 
average reported in any week since 
February. 

Since a similar movement seems to 
have occurred in the index figures 
of most other countries it is assumed 
that apart from slight oscillations 
prices in general are becoming ad- 
justed to the new gold yalues. The 
scope of the preceding decline is 
shown by the fact that last week’s 
Italian commodity index waa almost 
exactly 20 per cent. below the year’s 
high point reached early in January, 
nearly 30 per cent. below the last 
week of August, 1926. and 25% per 
cent. below last year’s average. 

The official cost-of-living estimate, 
which is assumed to show the level 
of retail prices, is placed at 5Sél, 
which compares with 558 in June, 
with 662 at the high point of Octo- 
ber, 1926, with 647 in June of last 
year, and with 558 in October, 1924. 
Thus it is necessary to go back three 
years to find a cost-of-living index 
approximately corresponding to the 
present figure. 

The Italian Government remains 
inflexible in its opposition to new 
foreign loans, evidently fearing the 
effect of such operations on the 
stability of the lira. Reports current 
last week that the Government is 
negotiating a large foreign loan have 
no foundation. 

If, however, the present industrial 
crisis should be overcome and the 
general practice of economy should 
make possible the facing of new 
sacrifices, the Government will prob- 
ably allow a limited number of new 
foreign loans, through which Italian 
industries, especially building and 
land reclaiming -.enterprises, may 
draw new resources from foreign 
capital.

By Wireless to Taz New Yorx Timzs, 
PARIS, Aug. 28.—Although the as- 
sets side of the ‘‘sundries account” 
in Thursday’s Bank of France state- 
ment showed increase of 287,000,000 
francs, following a decrease of 800,- 
000,000 francs in the three preceding 
weeks, the changes were not taken 
here as an indication that foreign 
exchange held by the bank and ac- 
counted for under that head had 
been reduced and increased equiva- 
lently. Changes in that item are 
sometimes little more than matters 
of accountancy. It is generally be- 
lieved that the stock of foreign cur- 
rencies held by the bank has for some 
time been stable at the approximate 
amount of £80,000,000 sterling plus 
$600,000,000, that amount being the 
highest which has ever been reached. 
It is not considered probable that 
recent operations of the bank have 
diminished these holdings percepti- 
bly, for there has been no evidence 
of an excess of sales of foreign ex- 
chanre by the bank over its pur- 
chases. Such sales as have been 
made were of small importance and 
occasioned only by the normal com- 
mercial needs arising at this time of 
year. They have no relation to 
speculation purchases by the public. 
At present, moreover, no tendency 
toward export of capital is observ- 
able. 
Trade Reaction Not Increasing. 
Notwithstanding some uneasiness 
in the market for industrial shares, 
no new symptoms are in sight to 
warrant belief that the trade reac- 
tion in France is being accentuated. 
At the moment the metal industry, 
which was one of the first to suf- 
fer, remains in a difficult position, 
but the position has not lately 
grown worse. The textile industry 
is less active than might be desired, 
but even in that trade there appears 
to be no real ground for disquiet. 
Bankers, in reviewing the indus- 
trial situation, lay stress on the sea- 
sonal influences which always affect 
a certain number of industries at 
this time of year. That is notably 
the explanation with the French au- 
tomobile industry, which is now an 
important consideration in trade. 
Taken as a whole, it is recognized 
that the slackening of commercial 
and industrial activity in all direc- 
tions from the high point of a year 
ago, reached at the time of the de- 
preciation of the franc, has not been 
relieved. 


Position Now and in Other Years. 


But it is equally recognized that 
in many important industries the 
amount of business being done fairly 
matches that of 1923 and 1924, years 
when the country was not supposed 
to be suffering from any crisis. It 
is also emphasized that the proceeds 
of the income tax, of the business 
turnover tax, and of indirect impor- 
tations, have shown a normal return 
so much greater than the estimate 
as to prove a fairly satisfactory state 
of trade. 

The official report on the number 
of unemployed workingmen obtain- 
ing relief continues to diminish week 
by week. The latest report shows 
that on Aug. 13° the unemployed 
numbered only 14,889 as against 15,- 
886 the preceding week, 16,994 two 
weeks ago, and 95,000 in the Winter.

The Reichsbank, while continuing 
to oppose excessive long-term bor- 
rowing from abroad, is now keener 
on the reduction of short-term for- 
eign credits, whose total is now esti- 
mated at 2,000,000,000 marks. It is 
expected that the next step will be 
conversion of a part of these loans 
into long-term obligations. 

In any case, considerable addition- 
al long-term borrowing is recognized 
as inevitable. Privy Councillor Nor- 
den, President of the Loans Advisory 
Council, declares that it is useless 
to attempt any considerable borrow- 
ing in London and that only small 
loans can be floated in Holland or 
Switzerland. Proceeds of short-term 
loans placed in New York, he be- 
lieves, can be relied upon to come 
in abundantly, but he expresses doubt 
as to whether, notwithstanding the 
great amount of free capital in 
America, the American market will 
be willing to grant long-term loans 
to Germany on any great scale. 

At present first-class German banks 
are obtaining practically unlimited 
three-months dollar credits at 4% per 
cent. 


GERMAN IMPORTS RISE 
FASTER.THAN EXPORTS

ing the large surplus of imports in 
the July foreign trade return for 
Germany, the general result is re- 
garded favorably. The large figure 
reached by imports is due almost en- 


tirely to foodstuffs, which is inva- 


riably a feature of the July returns. 
On the other hand, export of manu- 
factured wares rose to 734,000,000 
marks during the month, which is 
the largest figure since March, 1926, 
and has been exceeded in only two 
months since the war. Total exports, 
in fact, have been surpassed only 
three times in the post-war period. 

The unfavorable feature is the un- 
checked increase in imports of man- 
ufactured goods, which in July were 
223,000,000 marks as against 107,000,- 
000 in July of 1926. They were the 
largest since January, 1925. July ex- 
ports of iron and steel, of machinery, 
toys, miscellaneous chemicals and 
most other finished goods, show con- 
siderable increase. From the view- 
point $f the foreign payment bal- 
ance, the trade results are not satis- 
factory. In particular, the surplus 
of exports of manufactured goods 
over imports of the same commodi- 
ties, after having reached its high 
point of 1,536,000,000 marks in the 
first quarter of 1926, has steadily de- 
clined until it stood at only 1,172,000,- 
000 marks in the second quarter of 
the present year.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 28:—There has 
been a let-up in the demand for steel 
from the automobile trade. In addi- 
tion there is virtual stagnation in oil 
and gas-well drilling, which means 
quite a tonnage loss from.last year’s 
steel demand. The small require- 
ments of the railroads in freight cars, 
locomotives and rails, with no par- 
ticularly large railroad demand for 
bridges, has also affected the indus- 
try. Hence, the remarkable thing 
is not that the steel trade is some- 
what dull, but. that it is as active as 
it is. 

A survey would in al! probability 
show a number of steel consuming 
lines that are taking more steel than 
thev. did last year... Circumstantial 
evidence of this is found in the sheet 
trade. Independent sheet milis re- 
ported an operation of 75.2 per cent. 
during the first half of August, and 
with the Steel Corporation sheet sub- 
sidiery, which has less than one- 
fourth the total sheet capacity, run 
ning at about 71 per cent., the general 
average of the sheet industry was 
74 to. 75 per cent. 

It is doubtful whether other 
finishing branch of the steel trade is 
running as well, and certainly none 
is runn much better, yet the sheet 
industry. has been considered very | 
largely dependent n the automo- 
bile trade, from it now receives 
little support. It follows that some 
customers of the sheet industry must 
be doing very well indeed in point 
of consumption.

‘HOOKS ON BUILDING 


Things That He Sees in the. 
Present Situation That Make 
Him Desire to Build. 


INACTION IS STRATEGICAL 


it Forced Down Material Prices, 
Helped Rentals and Sales, So 
He Plans to Come Back. 


Bankers, builders; building mate- 
rial manufacturers and dealers are 
frankly curious to find out, if pos- 
sible, what the investor plans to do 
about building, according to Allen E. 
Beals in the current Dow Service 
Daily Building Reports. 

There are certain things that the 
building investor always looks for, 
and ‘if he’ finds them he is pretty 
sure to be active. If not, he buys a 
ticket for Florida or the California 
coast and forgets New York and its 
building needs for a while. It is a 
little too early to find out from the 
railroads whether there has been an 
excessive demand for tickets south 
or west, but other whisps have some- 
thing to tell to those who will heed. 


Building demand, condition of the 


building loan market, position of 
prices of basic materials, state of 


supply of material and labor, disposi- 
tion of labor and the general stand- 
ing of trade; these are what the 
building investor looks for ere he 
comes into the market to build. 
This year he has found buildin 
mand somewhat ter 
but he has ample evidence that he 
—— all the money he wants for 
Prices of. basic building 
—— have fallen, to be sure, but 
labor state os — 5-4 ——— — 
abor su y s per rger than 
how and tiene abbe the war. 
The general me oe of trade could 
a better, but it is oat so very bad, 
in so far as it affects the prospects 
for building. Industry, at least, is 
moderately active and, withal, confi- 
dent of the future. Furthermore and 
finally, a rather large number of 
building investors have had enough 
confidence in the building outlook to 
keep right on building. Their rea- 
sons for not venga f stopped when 
more timid ones did, give a pretty 
good —** to the question as to 
‘what is the outlook iar building.’’ 
One such builder writes: | 
“IT can build better and cheaper 
than I could when I first came into 
Lage field of investment, so I have 
parr right on with building. Every 
Iding investor takes a chance and 
? suppose I have taken my share of 
them, but when you can go out into 
the labor market and pick good 
workers, building material dealers 
give you good under what 
seems to be rather unnecessary com- 
petition; materials are plentiful and 
service is a great deal better than it 
was, what with the motorizing of 
trucks instead of depending upon 
horse-drawn vehicles of scanty ca- 
pacity; and peop 
well-built and well-located houses; 
real estate keeps out of the doldrums 
and the banks still have money to 
lend—though, mind you, you pay for 
it—I can only say that I’ve not seen 
——— to frighten me out of build- 
so I’m still going ahead.”’ 
he builder visualizes the building 
money lender in his customary role, 
just before a general election, as one 
who seeks the safety of the mortgage 
with its mort conservative return, 
. but the investor quietly remarks that 
so far no political issues have arisen 
that have had any tendency to make 
him think he should not keep on 
lending—if the proposition looks 
good to —* Even the short, sharp 
and simple stetounenit from the 
South ota hills brought no per- 
manent break and, besides, there is 
a whole year between now and elec- 
tion, he points out.

He wanted to force down 
the price of building materials, and 
he has accomplished that. He want- 
ed to keep rents from becoming ruin- 
ous and he has not entirely failed 
in that. Incidentally, his late start 
has helped the ultimate sales market 
where his best return lies. 

Having achieved what he wanted 
and with nothing economically un- 
sound with business in general, and 
with men, money and materials 
anxious and ready to do business 
with him, there is far more reason 
to believe that building will pick up 
than that it will grow worse toward 
the end of the year.
